Corbett is a

crnnk, and has modo himself somewhat no- 
toriouH in various ways. Ho \vas, at tho 
commencement of tho legislature, appointed 
assistant tloorl:oepor. Thoro woro fo w signs 
oC insanity until Tuesday. Tuesday morn- 
ing ho strapped on two revolvers and a box 
oC cartridges, and with a drawn weapon 
drove a negro attendant from tho represent- 
ative hall.

liis ruvolvor, and, jointing it direct ot tho 
olllciir, told him to travel.

Tlio maddened man thon searched for 


Speaker Smith, and mooting a member who 
somewhat resembled tlio speaker, was about 
to lire ^ hou tbo mombor throw up his hands 
and said he was not tho speaker. Tbo mem- 
ber was permitted to movo on. Corbott 
then took possession oC tbo speaker's gallery 
and walking in front of tho doors hold it 
during the ontiru forenoon session, refusing 
to allow any ono to como near. Throe oity 
policemen woro called, but they would not 
venture into tho dark corridor, nnd tbo 
slayer of Booth held possession. 


At 12 o'clock ho sent word down to the 


Itousu to adjourn or ho would comedown and 
ndjouni it himself. Tho house adjourned.

ated by n transfer ot the people's trust to 
new hands. 
In this most critical condition, 


tbe circumspect execution of a wise iiscni 
policy, or 01' administrative reforms in tho 
collection and disbursement of our colossal 
resources is not only demanded, * * * 
buttherois also an exhausting round of 
daily administrative tasks which, how-over 
subordinate or clerical, an ellicion: secretary 
of tbo treasury can not, or should not, evade.

LATELY INTRODUCED. 


Whenever American! go to Sovres or 


Dresden they order portraits of themslvcs or 
their £ric.ids painted on porcelain. It is 
this art of porcelain miniature that has 
lately been introduced hero by Miss Smith, 
who is a graduate, of tho Cincinnati School 
oE Porcelain Painting, and has studied in 
both Sevres nnd Dresden. Classes of young 
women study under her and are learning to 
produeo tha sort of porcelain portrait for 
which it was formerly necessary to go 
abroad. Thcso aro in many respects very 
satisfactory. 
They lack some of tho exquis- 


ito softness and purity of tone given by the 
old ivory grounds, but they liavo the ad- 
van'.-,age of being practically indestructible. 
The lite of any painting on canvas is easily 
calculable, but a portrait on china is very 
nearly immortal, timo and exposure to light 
havo no effect upon it, and after 1,000 years 
it would lie as fresh and pure in tint as the 
day it camo from tho kiln. 


These porcelain miniatures can be made 


of any size, from a head a fifth ot life size 
on a plate or plaque to tiny productions on 
bits of china not larger than a silver quar- 
ter of a dollar. It is said that ono lovely 
young female here, whose head has been 
photographed from ovory point of tho com- 
pass nnd in ovory pose, inado a well known 
bachelor a handsomo dressing gown, whose 
every button was painted with ono of tho 
many protraits of herself, and sho painted 
them with her own clover fingers, making 
very excellent likenesses of herself on every 
button. 


Thero arc two methods of: painting these 


miniatures. Tho French, which is almost 
entirely stippled, much of it requiring to bo 
done under a magnifying glass. This is 
necessitated by tbo wealuiess of the French 
colors, which stand but two firings. 
Tho 


other, tho German method, as used in tlio 
Dresden factories, is much less dilficult and 
the pictures are dono by a series of washes, 
the German colors standing any number of 
returns to tho kiln. 
This latter method 


i Smith finds tbo favorite ono with he- 


pupils, as the results are so much more 
rapid and tho work less fatiguing. • For her 
own portraits sho used a combination of 
both manners and finds tho fusion of the 
two very successful. 


SOME CHAftMIXO PORTRAITS, 


Xumlwrs of fnshionnblo women havo 


taken up this new fancy, and, as a result, 
have mode some charming portraits of their 
own babies, which aro set as brooches or in 
bracelets, children's heads, with their soft 
curves nnd delicate tints, lending themselves 
effectively to this wort. One mother, whose 
quiver is full, has a bracelet in which tho 
tiny beads of her five babies aro set, and it 
makes a charming adornment for her plumy 
whito wrist. 


These miniatures aro not always so small, 


however. Tho favorite size Li a small square 
plate oC proceloin about tlio sizo of an or- 
dinary photograph, anil framed ill plusl: 
they are a very desirable form of preserv- 
ing the features of ono's self and friends. 
Tho Americans hod at ono timo a great 
reputation, Immcdatcly before and after the 
Revolutionary war, as miniature painters, 
and the only record of thu loveliness of the 
colonial belles is frequently found in one of 
those oxquisito little, ivory portraits. Cop- 
lej- and Shoniless, both did excellent work 
in that line, and later Sliuniway was wel, 
known for his oxquisito work on ivory. 
Ho 


was a great favorite 111 tho south before tho 
war and used to travel thero every winter, 
getting commissions. Even yet there could 
be found in. many southern homes speci- 
mens o£ his fino work nnd imperishable testi- 
mony to tho beauties of tho women of a 
past generation. 


One curious phase- this revival has taken 


is tho fancy for immortalizing somo ono 
feature. 
Women will havo tho miniature. 


painted on porcelain of a very lovely hand, 
or a round, whito shoulder, a perfect arm; n 
rosy, Cupid's bow mouth, and Jlino. Bar- 
rios, the widow of tho dead president o; 
Guatemala, has had her superb'Spanish eyes 
painted, tho rest of tho face entirely shroudec 
in a black lace mantUJa. A society womai 
here has had her velvety cheek reproduced, 
with its deep and lovely dimple, which bus, 
caused so much wild envy of her husband in 
tho breasts of less fortunato men.—New 
York World.
